Expenditures by the Veterans 
Administration for Crawtord 
county during fiscal year 1975 
totaled $330.511, according to 
Frank J. Kilculien, dr.. regional 
office director of the VA in 
Detroit. 

The largest amounts of the 
expenditures were made direct- 
ly to the veterans in the area for 
compensation, pension and ed- 
ucational benefits. 

Statewide, Kilcullen said the 
VA spent $546,386,631 during 
the fiscal year ended June 30 of 
1975. And of this amount 
$245,323,024 was paid to vet- 
erans for service - connected 
compensation and nonsecvice- 
connected pension benefits. 
Education costs for veterans in 
school or training totaled - 
$171 882,458. Over $29 million 
was in the form of insurance 
and indemnities. Direct loans 
for the purchase of homes in 
areas where local financing was 
not available totaled $87,474. 
Construction costs for projects 
al the state's five VA hospitals 
amounted to $3,943,428. To 
operate the five hospitals and 
the Detroit regional office the 
VA spent $95,719,762.

Spitiiuat Fypeinermia 

Webster defines Hypothermia 
as, “Subnormal temperature of 
the body.” We normally think of 
people freezing to death, but we 
seldom study the process of 
hypothermia which precedes 
such death. In meditating upon 
{his subject, | suddenly became 
aware of the analogy which 
could be drawn with spiritual 
hypothermia. 

Jesus Christ rebuked the 
church of Laodicea because of 
the subnormal temperature of 
the spiritual body at Laodicea. 
“Ll know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot: | would 
thou wert cold or hot. So then 
because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, | will spue 
thee out of my mouth.” Reve- 
lation 3:15,16. Lukewarm Chris- 
tians make God sick at His 
stomach. He saved you and me 
to be on fire for Him. 

Jeremiah covers many as- 
pects of this subject in one 
verse. “Ther | said, | will not 
make mention of him (God), nor 
speak any more in his (God's) 


_ name, But his (God’s) word was 


in mine heart as a burning fire 
shut up in my bones, and | was 
weary with forbearing, and | 
could not stay.” Jeremiah 20:9. 

The only thing which kept 
Jeremiah from backsliding and 
growing cold was the tremen- 
cous re of God's Word which 
had become a part of the 
prophet's innermost being. Jer- 
emiah's victory over spiritual 
hypohtermia came because he 
had been spiritually developed 
and strengthened by a constant 
diet and exercise of God’s Word 
in his fife. This is true in both 
the spiritual & physical realms, 
a good diet and a well con- 
ditioned body are good pre- 
cautions to help avoid hypo- 
thermia. 

Some of the early symptoms 
of hypothermia include dizzi- 
ness, drowsiness, disorienta- 
tion and exhaustion. This is true 
in the spiritual realm as well. 
People become uncertain of 
God’s will or their spiritual 
balance. They become spiritual- 
ly drowsy or indifferent to 
spiritual needs. They become 
so bdiinded by Satan and this 
world system that they become 
disoriented as to why God 
saved them and left them here 
on the earth. Even the thought 
of spiritual activity leaves them 
exhausted. They can hardly 
speak a word or lift a finger for 
the cause of Jesus Christ. 

Some people reach for a drink 


of aiconoi to get an instant 
fealing of warmth, but they are 
deceived by feelings because 
alcohol actually helps lower the 
body temperature when one is 
suffering from hypothermia. 
Spiritually, people turn to the 
bottle of emotional religious 
experience to give them a 
feeling of instant strength and 
security in the midst of trau- 
matic crisis, but there is no 
shortcut to spiritual growth and 
strength outside of the Word of 
God. 

In this Laodicean age of 
spiritual apostasy and immoral- 
ity, the onty way to stay hot for 
God and avoid spiritual hypo- 
thermia is to allow the Holy 
Spirit to lead you in the syste- 
matic study and practice of 
God's Word in your daily life.

Attaining the position of !ieu- 
tenant governor at Detroit was 
not a particularly easy accom- 
plishment for Henry Hamilton. 
And getting to his new assign- 
ment at that important British 
post in the Northwest in 1775 
wasn't a simpie matter either. 

Hamilton, a native of Ireland, 
had come to the New World in 
1758 as a soldier in the French 
and tndian Wir. Then he had 
served in the West Indies and 
had returned to England before 
being reassigned to America. 

After his appointment as lieu- 
tenant governor, Hamilton had 
not undertaken the trip to 
Detroit before an Amentcan in- 
vasion of Canada in the fall of 
1775 made the journey a hit 
more perilous. American Gen- 
eral Richard Montgomery, who 
had also been a British soldier 
in the French and indian Wars, 
was then leading a rebel force 
northward and had control of 
the area around Montreal. which 
he captured on November 13. 

When Hamilton passed thru 
American lines near Montreal 
on his journey to Detroit. he 
was forced to assume the dis- 
guise of a French peasant. After 
four days of travel in a canoe, he 
reached a point at which it was 
safe for him to travel in a 
manner that was more appro- 
priate for an officer of the king. 

“twas exceedingly struck by 
the unmoved temper and firm- 
ness of the general,” Hamilton 
later wrote in describing the 
man who had appointed him to

tess safely. 

Meanwhile, Hamilton had ar- 
rived at Detroit on November 9 
and found the region about the 
vost to be a pleasant one. “As 
to the climate, ‘tis by tar the 
most agreeable ! have ever 
known,” he said in a letter to the 
Earl of Dartmouth. 

“The soilis so good that great 
crops are raised by careless and 
very ignorant farmers,” Hamil- 
ton claimed. He also pointed 
out that the Detroit River “is so 
plentifully stocked with variety 
of fine fish that a few hours 


"amusement may furnish several 


families” aud thai “ite woods 
are full of blossoming shrubs, 
wild flowers & aromatic herbs.” 

But there were problems at 
Detroit, too. As soon as Hamil- 
ton arrived, he had to devote 
aiieniion to repair of ihe Sritisn 
ships that were based there. 
And in the spring, when the 
frost had gone out of the 
ground, some mending of the 
fort had to be undertaken. 
Several of the buildings were in 
bad condition, and one of ihe 
blockhouses had recently col- 
lapsed from concussion of a 
shot during cannon practice. 

When Hamilton started his 
letter to the Earl of Dartmouth 
on Aug. 29. 1776. supplies were 
low and he claimed “there are 
not two barrels of Pork in the 
King's Stores.” But betore he 
had completed the lengthy cor- 
respondence on Sept. 2. the 
Schooner Gage arrived with 
provisions for Michilimackinac 
as well as Detroit. 

Indians caused some prob- 
Jems for Hamilton. “The sava- 
ges who resorted hither in great 
numbers in the spring," he 
contended, “consumed a large 
quantity,” and thus were par- 
tially ieoponsibie for ihe snoit- 
age of supplies. 

“The Virginians have been 
tampering with the savages,’* he 
added, “and have threatened 
frequently to attack the place, 
but hitherto have not heen able 
to succeed with the former, or 
undertake the latter.” Hamilton 
told the Earl of Dartmouth that 
since beginning his letter he 
iidd had io breaK away periodi- 
Cally to talk to chiefs who were 
simultaneously holding a coun- 
cil with rebels nearby. 

The first of September makes 
the fourth day they have sat,” he 
pointed oul, “and the conclu- 
sion of their deliberation is that 
the Vi rginians have imposed on 
them by stating the cause of the 
dispute falsely.” The rebel dele- 
gation — described by Hamil- 
jon as “an Englishman, a Dela- 
ware chief called Captain White 
Eyes. and with them one Mou- 
tous educaied at Williamsburg 
but a savage” — had brought 
the first news of the Declaration 
of Independence to Detroit. 
“They had a Pennsylvania Gaz- 
ette of the 25th of July,” 
Hamilton said, “containing a 
declaration of Colonies. by 
which they entirely throw off all 
dependence on the mother 
country.” 

Hamilton said that the trio 
“had the insolence to bring a 


letter. a string, and a belt from § 
_ the agent for the Virginia Con- 


gress, soliciting the Confeder- 
acy of Western Indians to go to 
a council at Pittsburgh. | tore 
their letters and cut their belt in 
presence of all the Indians and 
sent them off.” 

But that didn't end Hamilton's 
problems. They were to get a jot 
worse. Before the war ended, he 
was taken prisoner by the rebels 
at Vincennes and was confined 
in the jail at Williamsburg. After 
his release and return to Eng- 
land. he eventually caine back 
to Canada. Following the war he 
was governor of the Bermudas. 
and he died in 1796 while 
governor of Dominica.

Aptitude Tests 
Offered To 
High Schoolers 


LANSING—This year nearly 
two million high schoo! stu- 
dents will have the opportunity 
to discover their occupational 
potential through an aptitude 
testing program to be conduct- 
ed by the military services. 

The services offer to high 
schools the Armed Services Vo- 
cational Battery (ASVAB), a 
comprehensive aptitude test 
battery developed by the De- 
partment of Defense for the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard. The 
services administer and score 
the tests and provide results to 
students and their guidance 
counselors. 

Although ASVAB was devel- 
oped to predict a person's 
ability to complete training for 
military jobs, it is useful for 
helping a student 
civilian occupation, since both 
require essentially the same 
basic skilis. 

The program is gaining wide 
acceptance among secondary 
school officials who see it as a 
vaiuable free counseling tool. 

ASVAB seems to be equally 
Popular with the nearly two 
million students who will take 
the test across the country this 
year. It aliows a student and his 
guidance counselor to compare 
the student's aptitude against 
the requirements for hundreds 
of different civilian and military: 
occupations that the student 
otherwise might not have con- 
sidered. 

Students who take the test 
incur no cost or obligation to 
any of the services.
